I have received and considered 
in il your letter No. 134, dated 16th June 
warding, for the consideration of Her 
Majesty’s Government, a proposal submitted by 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief in India, 
Qe tender the alterol organization of the Indian 
Army, subaltern Officers should not necessarily 
be rogitited to vacate their appointments on the 
reglital sta’ ae ‘Adjutants on promotion to 
the rank of Captain, if their Commanding Officer 
and the Commander-in-Chief approve of their 
being retained in such appointments. 

2. Sir W. Mansfield has remarked that incon- 
vénience is often found to result from the removal 
of Officers from their appoiutments as Adjutant 
and from their Regiments, on completing the com- 
paratively short service of twelve years, and that he 
is doing all in his power to restore the regimental 
esprit of the Army by encouraging Officers to re- 
main in Regiments to which they have become 
affiliated, 

3. Your Government consider that no Officer, 
already holding the ruik of Captain, should be 
appointed to a situation in the regimental staff; 
but you incline to concur in the opinion of His 
Excellency, that Officers who possess special quali- 
fications, and are recommended by their Command- 
ing Officers, may be allowed to continue in such 

intments after promotion to the rank of 
faptain—each case being specially considered. 


4. It. is very desirable that every encournge- 
ment should be held out to Officers to remain 
‘with the Regiments to which they have been once 
attached ; and I) conour with His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief in making it of special im- 
portance that the Adjutant should not be too fre- 
quently changed.
